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DETAILED ACTION 

Further explanation of item # 1 1 on the enclosed Advisory action: 
The rejection of claims 46-49 based on obviousness-type double patenting over 
claims 1-16 of U.S. Patent No. 6,472,537, is maintained and reiterated from the 
previous office action, mailed 8/25/04. Applicants argue that instant claims 46-49 
require an R1 group that is not in the claims of said Patent and that only the claims of 
said Patent may serve as a basis for this rejection. In response, if the specification of a 
Patent is required to be considered as a Dictionary in order to define claimed subject 
matter then consideration of the specification of said Patent is permitted. In the claims 
of said Patent, claim 1 , for example, cites a polyamide via its binding functions and 
comprising carboxamide pairs but without defining the structure of such carboxamides 
in the polyamide nor the polymer structure corresponding to the claimed polyamde. 
Thus, the specification of said Patent must be considered which reveals that even 
Figure 1 therein shows a polyamide with a terminal nitrogen containing moiety which is 
clearly within the scope of R1 as instantly claimed. Thus, applicants' arguments are 
non-persuasive as the claims of said Patent clearly include polyamide embodiments 
therein as are claimed in instant claims 46-49. 
Claims 1 , 3-5, 42-45, and 50 are allowed.
